D.P.R.K. Government Statement on Nato 
Council Meeting 


In connection with the tenth anniversary 
of the founding of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, a regular meeting of the Nato 
Council was opened in Washington on 
April 2. 

Concealing the aggressive nature of Nato, 
the leaders of Nato are going to use the meet- 
ing as an opportunity for further aggravating 
international tension. 

From the very inception of Nato, the gov- 
ernment of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea has stressed time and again that it 
is an aggressive tool of the U.S. imperialists 
who are dreaming of the world supremacy, 
and resolutely exposed and denounced its ag- 
gressive nature. 

All the practical activities of Nato in the 
past ten years have clearly shown that this 
organization is an aggressive organization 
for intensifying arms race and the “cold war” 
and provoking a new war. 

The U.S. imperialists are not only forcing 
their satellites chained to Nato to disburse a 
huge amount for military expenses, but also 
are building nuclear and rocket bases on the 
territories of these countries and converting 
these countries into advance bases of nuclear 
war, thus further aggravating international 
tension and placing the peoples of these 
countries in a calamitous danger. By undis- 
guisedly arming the German militarists who 
ignited two world wars in the past half cen- 
tury and by supplying them even with atom- 
ic and rocket weapons, Nato is aggravating 
the danger of a nuclear war which is likely 
to bring enormous calamity and misfortune 
to mankind. 

The aggressive nature of Nato is also 
clearly revealed in the fact that the Western 
imperialists are actively using this organiza- 
tion against the national liberation move- 
ment which is being waged today on an ever 
wider scale. 

The U.S. imperialists, the ringleader oi 
world imperialism, are scheming to link to-

gether the aggressive military blocs of Nato, 
Seato and Bagdad Treaty Organization and, 
at the same time, are contemplating the for- 
mation of such new aggressive bloc as the 
Northeast Asian Treaty Organization. 

This aggressive military bloc directed a- 
gainst the Soviet Union and other countries 
of the socialist camp and aimed at suppres- 
sing the national liberation movement of the 
colonial peoples has been a target of haired 
of all the peace-loving people ever since it 
came into being.

Chicago workers launched a mass ad- 
vance on May 1. And the day is annually ob- 
served by the workers of all lands as their 
traditional holiday.

Yet great changes have 
taken place in human society during this 
span of time. 

Workers of all countries, who have learn- 
ed from the valuable lessons of their life

The Historical Significance of the Fatherland 
Restoration Association 


SONG JI YUNG 


In the 30’s, the period of the anti-Japan- 
ese national liberation struggle, Comrade 
Kim Il Sung and other staunch Communists 
laid down the line of the anti-Japanese na- 
tional united front and, on the basis of this 
line, formed the Fatherland Restoration As- 
sociation, the united front organization. It 
was through this Association that the staunch 
Communists headed by Comrade Kim I] Sung 
showed the Korean people the road to libe- 
ration and encouraged them to fight against 
Japanese imperialism. 

The Japanese imperialists occupied North- 
east China in 1931 and continued war pre- 
parations in pursuit of their naked aggres- 
sive policy. 

Simultaneously with their withdrawal from 
the League of Nations in March 1933, the 
Japanese imperialists strengthened their 
arms drive, with the result that in 1935, 47 
per cent of their state budget was earmarked 
for that purpose. In 1936, the Japanese im- 
perialists concluded the Japan-Germany Aniti- 
Comintern Treaty, which was joined by 
Italy in 1937, thus forming a most aggres- 
sive three-power military and political bloc. 

At that time the people of the world rose 
up against the fascist, reactionary forces. 
The 7th Congress of the Comintern held in 
1935, with a view to removing the danger of 
war and opposing fascism, instructed the 
world’s Communists to consolidate the unity 
of the working class and to organize a broad 
popular front. 

To carry out the new tasks of the incer- 
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national labour movement and strengthen 
the anti-Japanese struggle, the staunch Com- 
munists headed by Comrade Kim I] Sung 
waged a movement for rallying the ranks of 
all patriotic forces (workers, peasants, pro- 
gressive intellectuals, urban petty bourgeoi- 
sie and national bourgeoisie). 

Under the influence of the anti-Japan- 
ese partisan movement waged by the 
staunch Communists headed by Comrade 
Kim I] Sung, workers’ and peasants’ move- 
ments at home, which had been on the up- 
surge since the latter part of the 20’s, were 
further intensified beginning with the 30's 
and the broad popular masses rose up under 
the banner of resisting Japanese imperialism. 


At the Joint Conference of the Party or- 
ganizations and Youth League organizations 
held in April 1933, Comrade Kim I] Sung 
on the basis of the analysis of the situation 
facing the Korean revolution, set forth before 
the Korean Communists the correct line o 
the united front for rallying the anti-Japan- 
ese patriotic forces. The growth of the parti 
san ranks and the mounting anti-Japanest 
movement among the popular masses creat 
ed the practical condition for forming a na 
tional united front. 


In 1935, the formation of the Fatherlan 
Restoration Association under the guidance 
cf Comrade Kim I] Sung was made publi 
and Comrade Kim Il Sung was recommend 
ed as Chairman of the Association. The As 
sociation adopted a 10-point program. 
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Sirictly adhering to the Marxist-Lenin- 
ist theory and strategy and on the basis of 
the analysis of the social and economic 
conditions in Korea, the Association out- 
lined the aim of the Korean revolution in 
the program; and taking into account the 
situation created at that time, the class 
relations at home and the international 
labour movement, correctly worked out its 
militant program and tactics. 

Considering that Korea was a colonial, 
semi-feudal society, the program elucidat- 
ed the character of the Korean revolution, 
the anti-imperialist and anti-feudal revolu- 
tion, and stressed the leading role of the 
working class based on the worker-peas- 
ant alliance in the anti-Japanese national 
liberation struggle. 

Proceeding from this, the program set 
forth in detail the policy of the national 
united front and, branding the pro-Japan- 
ese and national traitors as the enemy of 
the revolution, set before the Communists 
the important task of rallying all anti-im- 
perialist, anti-feudal forces. 


The program formally laid down the 
aim of the Korean people’s national libe- - 
ration struggle and stipulated that the ~ 
power to be established should be a demo- 
cratic, people’s power. ; 

Comrade Kim Il Sung, generalizing re- * 
volutionary experiences and analyzing de- : 
velopments at home and abroad in the 
30’s, elucidated in the program the line of °. 
the people’s democratic revolution and em- ~ 
phasized that the government to be or- 
ganized should be a people’s government. 

The program, setting as its first task 
the liquidation of Japanese colonialism, 
stipulated that the properties and land of 
the Japanese imperialists and the pro-Japan- 
ese and national traitors be confiscated. 


The program outlined the reforms in the 
political, economic and cultural fields to be 
carried out by the democratic Korean peo- 
ple’s government aimed at building a self- 
supporting, independent state, reflected the 
Principle of proletarian internationalism and 
stressed international solidarity in the Kore- 
an national liberation struggle. Particularly 
ihe program laid stress on giving sup- 
Port to the Soviet Union and maintaining 
‘lose relations. with the Chinese people. 


“The political line put forth and carried 
out by the Fatherland Restoration Associa- 
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Organizational network of the Fatherland 
Restoration Association (FRA) 


tion was in harmony with the fundamental 
national interesis of the Korean people’ 
(Kim Il Sung). The popular masses, there- 
fore, came forward to suppori the program 
and their confidence in the Fatherland Resto- 
ration Association grew with each passing 
day. Suffice it to say that in a few months 
it came to have a membership of over 
200,000, representing all strata of the Korean 
people. 


The organizational principle of the Faiher- 
land Restoration Association was to enlist 
organizations representing all sections and 
strata of the people. Thus thanks to the 
vigorous organizational, political, and ideo- 
logical work of the Communists, patriotic 
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elements of different class stand and different 
political views in Northeast China and vari- 
ous parts of Korea affiliated themselves with 
the Association. 


In 1936 after the Korean People’s Revolu- 
tiorary Army advanced to the Changpei dis- 
trict and set up its base in the border region, 
the organizations of the Fatherland Restora- 
tion Association sprang up in Fusung and 
Changpei Counties, as well as in some parts 
of south Manchuria and north Manchuria. 


In east Manchuria, the former revolution- 
ary ibase before its move to the south Man- 
churian border region, the absolute majority 
of the Korean residents were enlisted in the 
Fatherland Restoration Association. And its 
organizations of various level embraced un- 
der their wing local mass organizations such 
as peasants’ association, anti-Japanese wo- 
mén’s association and anti-Japanese youth 
association. In Changpei County alone, there 
were some 40 such organizations. 


The Communist underground workers dis- 
patched by the Association in accordance 
with the Nanhutou decision to encourage the 
revolutionary movement at home, have ral- 
lied various anti-Japanese organizations a- 
round the united front and, at the same time, 
waged a vigorous strugg gle to organize. anti- 
Japanese organizations in all parts of Korea. 


On the instruction of Comrade Kim 
Il Sung, Comrade Pak Dal and Pak Keum 
Chul reorganized at the beginning of 1937 
the “Kapsan Underground. Workers’ Commit- 
tee” into the “Korean National Liberation 
Union” affiliated with the Fatherland Restora- 
tion Association, and, in the Kapsan district 
alone, they brought under its wing some 38 
organizations such as “Anti-Japanese Youth 
Corps,” ‘“Anti-Japanese Association,” “March 
Forward Association” and ‘“Anti-Japanese 
Women’s Association.” 

The underground workers dispatched by 
the Fatherland Restoration Association or- 
ganized the “Hambook Anti-Japanese Union” 
in North Hamkyung Province and the “Ham- 
nam Union of Anti-Japanese Struggle” in 


South Hamkyung Province, and still others: 


spread the organizational network to the im- 
portant. districts in Kangwon, North and 
South Pyongan Provinces and Kyunggi 
Province. 

The program of the Fatherland Restoration 
Association led the popular masses to 
carry on. their struggle with a full purpose. 
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In explaining and propagandizing the pro- 
gram among the popular masses, extending 


the organizational network of the Fatherland 


Restoration Association and in combining 
their armed struggle with the struggle of the 
popular masses, their monthly organ “March 
First” assumed an important role. Along 
with this, “Mountain Peasants” and ‘Anti- 
Japanese Struggle” published by the Nation- 
al Liberation Union played also important 
roles. 


The formation of the Fatherland Restora- 
tion Association made it possible to develop 
and strengthen on a broader mass basis the 
armed struggle—the chief form of the strug- 
gle in the Korean revolutionary movement 
at that time. The members of the Fatherland 
Restoration Association actively participated 
in the work of providing the partisans with 
information and -necessary war materials. 
They sent many young patriots to the Peo- 
ple’s Revolutionary Army, greatly swelling 
the ranks of the armed forces.. 

The Fatherland Restoration Association 
helped to keep the Korean people informed 
of the brilliant successes in the partisan 
struggle and encouraged the struggle of the 
popular masses. 


Consequently, the struggles of workers 
and peasants at home were waged in.a more 
organized way with a definite aim. 


Around 1937 when the Japanese colonial- 
fascist policy was carried out in a most cruel 
‘way after. the outbreak of the sino-Japanese 
war, the Korean workers waged daring strug: 
gles under the leadership of the Communists. 


Even according to doctored figures of the 
Japanese imperialists, 126 ‘strikes broke ou! 
in 1936 with the total participants of 7,658 
workers and in 1937, beginning with the 
strike of over 3,000 workers of the Pusan 
Textile Mill, the struggle of the workers be 
came further vigorous. In 1938, there were 
83 strikes involving 6,438 workers. 


In this way the struggle of the workers 
under the influence and organizational lead 
ership of the anti-Japanese partisans cot 
sisting of the staunch Communists led b 
Comrade Kim I] Sung, came to assume thi 
political and organizational character. 


Under ‘the influence of the mounting anit! 
Japanese armed struggle and the struggle ¢ 
the workers, the struggle of the peasants ¢ 
gainst the Japanese imperialists and lant 
lords, too, became further intensified, resul: 
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ing in an uprising now and then. In 1937, 
77,015 peasants participated in the peasants’ 
movement. 

The promulgation of the program of the 
Fatherland Restoration Association, which 
clearly outlined the democratic revolutionary 
tasks of a Marxist-Leninist Party, created 
possibilities for eliminating all hues of op- 
portunism and guaranteeing the community 
of ideological and political views within the 
Communist ranks. 

The organizational growth of the Father- 
land Restoration Association was followed 
by the swelling of the active Communist 
ranks in its organizations, making an impor- 
tant contribution to the preparatory work of 
the staunch Communists led by Comrade 
Kim Il Sung for forming a party.

My Second Visit to Korea 


Professor Dr. H. Brandweiner 


It was seven years ago 
that I came to Korea on 
my first visit. At that time 
I was preoccupied with the 
thought of how I should 
discharge creditably my 
task. 

At the Congress of the 
International Association 
of Democratic Lawyers 
held in Berlin in the sum- 
mer of 1951, I suggested 
that. an international com- 
mission be formed for on- 
the-spot: investigation of the criminal warfare 
conducted by the U.S. imperialists in Korea. 

Our commission came to Korea with the tasks 
of collecting evidence, confirming the places 
where criminal acts took place and hearing testi- 
mony from the witnesses and experts. In short, we 
had to do all the necessary jobs to investigate 
facts and confirm evidence. 

We, members of the commission, crossed the 
Yalu River into Korea, and since most of us had 
experienced war in Europe, we could foresee the 
difficulties and danger we would meet with in 
Korea. A friend from Brazil was the only one who 
had not experienced war. 

Our duty was a difficult one, and to make it 
still more difficult, the U.S. imperialists were 
waging germ warfare. So utmost effort had to be 
exerted to perform our duty. We made up our 
minds to conduct minute investigation on the spot 
where new criminal acts were perpetrated. 

We found that the Korean people were ina 
very difficult situation. The enemy was savagely 
bombing their towns and villages every day, and 
electricity and water services and all other facili- 
ties of living were destroyed. Nevertheless, they 
were working untiringly. We found workers 
Operating machines in factories built under- 
ground, students studying in dugouts, and medi- 
cal workers giving treatment in underground 
hospitals. 

The Korean'people were so persevering and in- 
defatigable that at times we wondered where 
Such energy came from. 
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It is no wonder, there- 
fore, that the Korean peo- 
ple with their immense 
energy have rebuilt their 
war-devastated houses and 
factories since the cease- 
fire. 

Nevertheless, when I re- 
visited this lovely land, I 
was really surprised to 
find that so many build- 
ings, means of transport, 
power plants, dwelling 
houses and _ factories had 
been reconstructed or built at an incredibly fast 
speed. 

How could the Koreans score such wonderful 
achievements? This can be explained by the fact 
that they are all well aware of what they are 
working for. They are striving for a better life, 
for a life inconceivable in the past days when 
the Japanese imperialists oppressed them or under 
the capitalist system. 

I would like to advise the people who wish 
to know about socialism to visit the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea. 

The Korean people are striving for a lasting 
peace, and this manifestly substantiates that they 
hate war. 

The withdrawal of the U.S. army from Korea 
is, therefore, demanded above anything else. 

Since the Chinese People’s Volunteers  with- 
drew from Korea last year, there is no ground 
whatsoever for the U.S. army to remain in Ko- 
rea. 

The conclusion of the so-called ‘“‘ROK-U.S. 
Mutual Defence Pact’’ between the United States 
and its puppet South Korean regime is an act of 
violating the Korean Armistice Agreement. 

If we are to view the stationing of the U.S. 
army in South Korea from the point of the inter- 
national law, it is necessary to look back on 
what happened in the past. 

On the very first day of the Korean war, the 
then U.S. President Truman ordered U.S. naval 
and air forces to go into action in Korea for the 
naked aggressive action of armed intervention. 
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The United States attempted to legalize its 
aggression at the U.N. Security Council, but in 
vain. Any resolution calling for U.N. action can- 
not be adopted in the absence of the Soviet U- 
nion and the People’s Republic of China. And, 
as is plainly laid down in the U.N. Charter, a 
majority vote of seven members and, especially, 
concurrence of the five permanent members are 
required to adopt in the Security Council any 
resolution calling for U.N. action. 

The Soviet Union was resolutely objected to 
all resolutions on Korea adopted in its absence 
in 1950. For this reason, the Security Council 
resolutions on the Korean question are unlawful 
and, accordingly, the U.N. member states had 
no ground whatsoever for armed intervention in 
Korea. 

And it must also be pointed out that the law- 
ful delegate of China was not present at the 
Security Council session. 


It is clear to everyone that the People’s Repub- 
lic of China is entitled to a lawful seat in the 
Security Council, and according to the interna- 
tional law a government actually in power is 
endowed with the right to represent the country. 
Nevertheless, delegates of the Chiang Kai-shek 
clique still occupy the seat in the United Nations 
Organization. 


It is not Chiang Kai-shek but the Government 
of the People’s Republic of China that exercises 
jurisdiction over China. 


For this reason, too, the unilateral resolu- 
tions adopted at the U.N. are’ invalid and not 
binding, and contrary to international law. 

From all this it is evidently clear that the sta- 


tioning of the U.S. army in South Korea isa 
violation of the international law. 
Withdrawal of the U.S. army will provide a 


prerequisite for a lasting peace in Korea; and on 
this basis, peace must be guaranteed in Korea by 
the countries concerned; North and South Korea 
should not resort to arms and should not enter 
into military alliance with foreign countries. 
These are the conditions for preventing interfer- 
ence in Korea’s internal affairs from outside, and 
facilitating the peaceful unification of Korea. 
Then free elections must be conducted throughout 
the country and an all-Korea government formed. 
For the free elections by secret ballot in Korea, 
reforms in the political and social life must be 
effected in South Kcrea and conditions created 
in South Korea for free activity of all political 
parties. 

But an unnatural situation still exists in Korea. 
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Its territory is divided into two parts. by the 
Military Demarcation Line, which prevents the 
people from travelling to the other part and ex- 
changing goods with each other. This keeps mem- 
bers of the same family living separated in the 
North and South—there are many such families 
—from exchanging letters. 

The Korean-Chinese side to the Korean Mili- 
tary Armistice Commission proposed time and a- 
gain that the situation be alleviated. But the 
American side rejected the proposals of the Ko- 
rean-Chinese side. 

In Panmunjom, I could see things in clear per- 
spective, and had lengthy talks with the repre- 
sentatives of the four nations to the Neutral Na- 
tions Supervisory Commission, particularly with 
the Swedish and Swiss representatives. 

The Neutral Nations Supervisory Commission, 
formed in accordance with the Korean Armistice 
Agreement, has been hindered from fully exer- 
cising its function by the unilateral acts of the 
American: side. 

Neutral Nations Inspection Teams are prevent- 
ed from carrying out in South Korea their: duty 
as set forth in the Korean Armistice Agreement, 
above all, the duty of checking the shipment of 
weapons into Korea. 

Moreover, the American side openly abrogated 
Paragraph 13-d of the Korean Armistice Agree- 
ment, and wrecked the Armistice Agreement. 
Shipment of weapons into Korea, it is stipulated 
for in the Paragraph 13-d, must be formally re- 
ported to the Neutral Nations Supervisory Com- 
mission. 

Special mention must be made of the fact that 
the Americans moved the ““U.N. Command” from 
Tokyo to Seoul. 

Last year, the United States introduced into 
South Korea the 280 mm atomic gun and guided 
missile ‘‘Matador,’’ thereby creating a grave 
situation. This is a gross violation of the Korean 
Armistice Agreement. 

In this way, the United States is bent on ag- 
gravating tension in the Far East and increasing. 
the menace of war. 

The United States must face squarely reality. 

People who have visited Korea to study things 
soberly and acquaint themselves with the ques- 
tions confronting the country, will express their 
impressions something as follows: “‘Peace forces 
of all countries must do their utmost so that 
durable peace can be maintained in Korea.” 

Withdrawal of the U.S. army from Korea—this 
is the prerequisite for the maintenance of peace 
in Korea.

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RUNNING AHEAD OF TIME 


YOUNG MAN was working amid deafening 
A roar of the enormous pneumatic hammer at 
the stamping shop of the Hichun Precision Instru- 
ments Factory. The hammer operator responded 
accurately to his signals. If he lifted his chin, the 
operator raised the hammer, if he lowered his 
chin, the hammer came down hard, if he blinked, 
the operator struck it in an ordinary way and so 
on and so forth. The glowing ingot held in the 
long tongs moved up and down at his will and 
finally was placed beneath the hammer. It was 
interesting to watch the man working with a light 
ard rhythmical movement. 


The bell sounded for a shift and the hammer 
stopped. Two trucks came and stopped in front of 
the man, who began to load them with his pro- 
ducts, accessories for rock-drill. He loaded the 
front truck with 50, the one in the rear with 180! 
I wanted to know the reason and put the question 
to him. He answered: ‘‘The load in the front truck 
is my daily quota, and the one in the rear truck 
is over and above today’s quota. 


“Really? Then how many per cent have you 
overfulfilled today?” 


“Not too much! This is one of my unlucky 
days.”’ 


What an excellent worker! This man’s name, 
I learned, was Won Sung Do, a 7th-grade skilled 
worker. He overfulfilled his quota under the Five- 
Year Plan by one per cent on February 10, or 
more than two years and ten months ahead of the 
Set time. At first I thought he was of quite mature 
age but he turned out to be still young. 


To relate the story of his tife needs much time. 
He lost his father in the war 

And, leaving his home village with his mother, 
Walked along high mountain paths, 

Until he settled here to live, 
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To work, and study while working. 

If you want to know about his past, 

You had better ask his mother. 

His mother used to bring a lunch-box to him, 
Because he would not come and lunch at home, 
Working the clock round to repair the machines, 
The machines destroyed by the war.

Next year, 
I will graduate at the evening technical school, 
and become a technician. Then I will make more 
rationalized proposals.”’

Thus our conversation ended in merry laughter. 


FULL STEAM AHEAD 


HE workers of the Bookjoong Machine-build- 
T ing Factory are working hard to fulfil their 
First Five-Year Plan quotas more than 2 years 
ahead of schedule. It was last year that they pro- 
duced the first bulldozer in our country. 

When I visited the factory recently O Hwa Il, 
chief engineer, told me that the workers were re- 
solved to do more work and turn out better ma- 
chines and more rapidly this year. 
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Large quantities of various equipment and ma- 
chinery are needed in the acceleration of socialist 
upbuilding and in building irrigation facilities in 
the countryside. 

The workers of the factory have a very heavy 
schedule for the year of 1959, four times as mucn 
as that of last year. It is necessary for them to 
carry out this year’s plan successfully in order to 
complete their Five-Year Plan quotas two years 
earlier.

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their work, raising labour productivity consider- 
ably. 


Movements for high-speed smelting and metal- 
cutting, non-rejects and utilizing every minute of 
eight hours are what they call the “‘winged horse’ 
movements. 


When the chief engineer told me that they 
were determined to produce this year four times 
as many machines as last year it sounded almost 
incredible. But if one visits the factory he will 
understand what the chief engineer meant. At 
the steel foundry shop I talked to Choi Chang 
Mook on the high-speed smelting method. 


For some time the workers of this shop have 
been studying the problem of reducing the smel- 
ting time. They read many _ technological books 
and discussed this question with technicians. After 
much study and work they succeeded in shorten- 
ing the usual smelting time of 4-5 hours to 2 hours 
and 15 minutes. For this, they mechanized the 
regulation of electrode and introduced the con- 
tinuous method ore feeding and oxidization. The 
smelting charge increased from six to nine times 
a day. The electric furnace with a nominal capa- 
city of 5 tons was stepped up to 7.5 tons. 


A worker named Kim Myung Kyung told me: 
“The better materials I feed to the blast furnace, 
the more iron is produced.”’

In the turnery I found some 200 up-to-date 
metal-cutting machines zooming away. 


There I met a junior middle school graduate 
turner, who in the 7 months has raised his skill 
by two grades. 


The chief engineer explained to me. In the past 
it usually took a half year to train one skilled 
worker, but now it takes only three months by 
systematic guidance and _ collective assistance. 
Over 700 workers have been promoted one or 
two grades already in the first months of this year. 
At present 90 per cent of the entire factory work- 
ers are technicians and skilled workers. 


The metal-cutting was 60-80 metres per 
minute in the past. But the high-speed metal- 
cutting method raised it to 100 metres and then 
to 170 metres. They first planned to raise the 
speed to 120. Turner Paik Keun Woo is playing 
a leading role in the introduction of high-speed 
metal-cutting method. It was he who started the 
movement for the full use of 480 minutes a day. 
He did everything to make the maximum use of 
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Innovators assembling silica crusher 


the lathe. Hourly and daily plans were made 


and he carried out them faithfully. 


He is a model worker both in building a cul- 
tural life worthy of a_ socialist and communist 
builder and cultivating his moral character, His 
proposal is of marked importance in the collective 
innovation movement. 


I recall a pipe-maker Li Shi Woo who quad- 
rupled his labour productivity by introducing an 
advanced method in the bending of armature 
frame of up-to-date gas generator. He said that 
this year he would raise his labour productivity 
10 times by introducing five new creative ideas. 


“We shouldn’t be content with the present 
level. If running is not enough, then we will have 
to fly...’’ Today, these words symbolize the charac- 
ter of riders of a winged horse, who are brought 
up by the Workers’ Party of Korea. 


The factory workers are steadily enhancing 
their labour productivity and technical level, 
working constantly for reforms and advance.

A WOMAN MINER'S STORY 


HOI Ryun Ok, a woman miner of the Duk- 
heung Mine, finished her quotas under the 


| Three-Year Plan one year and eight months ahead

She designed a new drilling machine, which 
can drill 13 to 14 metres in one shift. At present 
she is determined to surpass her quotas under 
the Five-Year Plan 7.5 times. It is her plan to 
drill some 2,000 metres this year, about twice of 
the state assignment. 

During the Five-Year Plan she gave the State 
8 benefit of 11,490 won by overfulfilling her quo- 
tas, while she gave a benefit of 70,820 won under 
the Three-Year Plan. 

In recognition of her outstanding labour 
achievements, the Presidium of the Supreme Peo- 
ple’s Assembly of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea bestowed the Order of National 
Flag, Second Class, and a medal upon her. And at 
the mine she was decorated no less than 76 times. 
At present she is the leader of drilling brigade 
No. 1 of the mine. The 25 members in her brigade 
completed their First Five-Year Plan assignments 
on March 25. The Model Brigade Flag never 
left her brigade. Every member is a good worker 
not only in drilling, but-also in handling lathes, 
winches, compressors, pumps and in welding. She 
can drive a car, too. 

It was her guidance and encouragement that 
diversified workers. 
Since 1954 she had helped some 140 miners to 
raise their grades and she hopes to train 100 
more by 1961. 

She says: “‘I’ll'do anything that the Party asks 
me to do. So long as I-live I'll brave flames or 
flood to work for’ the Party.” 

Her past life was not an easy one, to say the 
least. When she was seven years old, she had 
to begin work to earn her own food. Her father, 
a miner; disappeared ‘suddenly from the village. 
He had killed two Japanese policemen who were 
so cruel to the Korean miners. Because of that, 
the Japanese police tortured her mother to death. 

All alone, little Ryun Ok became a house ser- 
vant. When shé grew up, she was sold as a bride. 

After her marriage she worked in the Rak- 
san Mine. There was no rest for her. One time, 
because her mining car jumped the track she was 
thrown into jail where they kept her more than 
one month. Until liberation she had never spent 
a night with a comfort over her. Nor had she 
ever worn a new dress or foodwear. 
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She is a young woman of 35, 
but the hard life she had lived 
was having telling effects on her. 
But she is enthusiastic as ever. 
Nothing is too difficult for her 
and whenever she faces a difii- 
culty she thinks of her past life 
and the Party. The Party train- 
ed her to be a fearless person. 

In July 1955, a gang of sabo- 
teurs attacked her wounding her 
seriously. It was the time that 
she was working hard to finish 
her Three-Year Plan quotas. For 
two days she lay unconscious in 
a hospital bed. But when she re- 
gained consciousness she slipped 


away from the _ hospital and 
dragged herself back to the 
mine. The Party organization 


and the management of the mine 
had an awful time making her 
return to the hospital. 

Boldly employing multi-dril- 
ling machines and the simultan- 
eous many-blasting method, she 
drilled in one operation as much 
as 3.7 to 4 metres. When the 
Red Letter of the Party Central 
Committee reached her, she put 
her heart and soul into the work 
more than ever. At last, she suc- 
ceeded in designing a new dril- 
ling machine which drills 13 to 
14 metres in one shift. Once she 
noticed the truck driver was a- 
sleep. Although she had _ been 
working all night and drilling 
was still ahead, she drove the 
truck to carry the fallen rock 
rather than disturb the sleeping 
driver. There were times when 
she had to fix winches and weld 
the pumps. She attended the Na- 
tional Conference of Women So- 
cialist Builders.

But the war-maniacs with the 


U.S. imperialists as the ringleader 
refuse to draw lessons from his- 
tory. Nor do they want to hear 
the voice of peace. They are only 
busy scheming a new war. From 
the Pacific to West Germany, 
from the Iranian desert to the 
Turkish coast, the webs of their 
military bases cover the land and 
sea. 

In Korea, the U.S. imperialists, 
in total disregard of the Korean 
Armistice Agreement, have 
brought in numerous new types 
of weapons to South Korea in- 
cluding 280 mm _§$atomic-guns, 
Honest Johns, Matadors, and 
others. And they stage ‘every sort 
of provocation with aggressive 
ends in view. 

Therefore, every Korean knows 
that for the maintenance of 
peace in the Far East -and in the 
world, the aggressive U.S. armed 
forces should be made to with- 
draw from South Korea and Ko- 
rea be reunited peacefully. And 
the Korean people wish to 
strengthen friendly ties with the 
peace-loving people of the world. 

Mention should be made, at 
this point, of the fact, that during 
the past ten years the world peace 
forces have became much 
Stronger. The broad peace zone 
in the world and the socialist 
camp headed by thé Soviet -Union 
have accumulated enough 
strength to smash any il-advised 
act of the world war adventurists.

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Another Splendid Achievement 


Two blast furnaces and a coke oven went 
into operation on March 23 in the Kim Chaik 
Iron Works. 

Premier Kim Il Sung and other Party and 
Government leaders attended the ceremony 
for commissioning the blast furnaces and 
coke oven, and greeted the furnace builders. 

Working people in all parts of the country 
were rejoiced over the happy news of the 
commiss‘oning cf the blast furnaces and coke 
oven which will contribute to meeting the 
present big demands for iron and machinery 
in all fields of the national economy. 

Reconstruction of blast furnace No. 2 and 
large-scale repair of blast furnace No. 1 of 
the Kim Chaik Iron Works were as difficult a 
job as building new ones, as_ the war had 
severely devastated them. 

Many difficulties had to be coped with in 
reconstructing and repairing them. Workers 
and technicians lacked experience in such job 
and on top of this many difficult technical 
problems arose in the course of the work. 
However, the workers and technicians, top- 
pling the “mystery” about technique and re- 
sponding to the call of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea, “Think boldly and practise boldly!” 
successfully dealt with all the difficult pro- 
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blems and completed the projects with 
credit. 

Under the slogans: ‘“Lei’s save to make 
up what we're shori!” “Leit’s explore to find 
what we do not have!” and “Lei’s tide over 
difficulties!” the builders, without taking time 
to sleep, made strenuous labour endeavour. 

They suggesied over 600 new ideas and 
rationalization proposals to speed up the re- 
construction. As a result, reconstruction of 
blast furnace No. 2 was completed in six 
months and the repair of blast furnace No. 1 
in some three months. 

The two blast furnaces with an annual pro- 
duction capacity of 350,000 tons each and the 
coke oven with an annual production capa- 
city of between 300,000 and 350,000 tons are 
furnished with the latest home-made equip- 
ment. 

The blast furnaces are not reconstructed 
merely to their former status. Workers and 
technicians introduced numerous technical 
reforms so as to raise 3-4 times the capacity 
of the blast furnaces and prolong their ser- 
viceable life 3-4 times that in the days of the 
Japanese rule. 

There are many moving stories about the 
furnace builders. 
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But, today, people do not stop 
at merely singing about peace, 
but are building an impregnable 
fortress of peace, which is to be 
Seen in the Soviet Union and all 
the other socialist countries. In 
these countries the rich natural 
resources and the priceless spiri- 
tual products are only for the 


people’s welfare and betterment 


of their life.

Shortened a year to 70 days! 

Members of a youth shock brigade led by 
Hero of Labour Lim Hyong Mook launched 
a drive for “500 firebricks a day by each work- 
er” in building furnace lining. 

The young bricklayers topped their targeis 
of 500 bricks, raised their working efficiency 
2-3 times and established a new record in 
firebrick laying. 

Members of a work team led by Shin Jang 
Deuk, with their collective wisdom and ef- 
fort, built. part of the air-blast heating stove 
with prefabricated parts, and this enabled 
them to complete in three months their 
undertaking which would ordinarily have 
taken them nearly one year. They also suc- 
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of the Kim Chaik Iron Works 


ceeded in raising the temperature of hot- 
blast air 300-400 degrees higher than before. 

The furnace builders, forging ahead on a 
winged horse, made innovations and worked 
wonders. 


Work on furnace lining for which 10,000 
tons of firebricks and other materials weigh- 
ing 11,000 tons were used, dismantling and 
assembling of iron structure weighing over 
10,000 tons, hoisting of machines weighing 
more than 4,000 tons in total, and the trans- 
port of materials weighing over 380,000 tons 
—which were the most difficult jobs—were 
all successfully carried out. 


As a result, building of the blast furnaces 
and coke oven went on apace. 


By co-operating with each other, workers 
and technicians coped with things which ap- 
peared to be impossible, and explored latent 
reserves. 


Whenever difficulties arose, 
helped workers to overcome them, while 
technicians, in turn, learned from workers 
their revolutionary zeal and rich experiences. 
Thus, the work on two blast furnaces and a 
coke oven was completed in nine months. 


Here is an example of co-operation be- 
tween workers and technicians. 
When reconstructing blast furnace No. 2, 


technicians 
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they had to replace with new ones the bell 
beams. in the upper part of the furnace, and 
it was estimated that the job would take them 
six months. 


If six months were spent on the job, it 
was apparent that the commissioning of the 
furnace would be delayed, and one day. de- 
lay meant losing 1,000 tons of pig iron. Some 
good idea had to be thought out to cope with 
the situation. At this time, Hero of Labour 
Li Boon Sup came out with a suggestion that 
they try to lift by a jack the 200-ton equip- 
ment standing on the bell beams and then 
replace the beams with new ones. But the job 
had to be done at a point some 40 metres 
above ground. 

This bold suggestion met ‘with the support 
of technicians. 

With their joint efforts, workers and tech- 
nicians accomplished the job in three days, 
thereby greatly contributing to shortening 
the time of reconstruction, This was a miracle 
never seen before in furnace building. 


The heroic labour endeavour of the work- 
ers and technicians of the Kim Chaik Iron 
Works will go down in the history of Korea’s 
socialist construction. 

Premier Kim Il Sung highly praised the 
creative labour endeavour of the workers of 
the Kim Chaik Iron Works: 

“The grand blast furnaces standing im- 
posingly in the central part of the Kim Chaik 
Iron Works demonstrate the heroic spirit and 
inexhaustible creative energy of the Korean

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New U.S. Moves to Disturb Peace 


| N the early part of March, the long schemed 
bilateral military agreements were signed 
in Ankara between the United States and 
Turkey, Iran and Pakistan. 

In connection with the signing of the An- 
kara bilateral military agreements, the Gov- 
ernment of the Soviet Union issued a state- 
ment exposing and condemning the aggres- 
sive nature of these agreements directed a- 
gainst the Soviet Union and designed to 
wreck peace. 


The United States concluded the recent 
agreements with the aim of carrying out, 
along with Turkey, Iran and Pakistan, mili- 
tary and strategic measures—conversion of 
these three countries into U.S. military 
springboards. This is what the bellicose ele- 
ments in the United States have planned. 

The conclusion of these military agree- 
ments with Turkey, Iran and Pakistan which 
have been drawn into the U.S.-British ag- 
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gressive bloc, is one of the manifestations of 
the desperate schemes of the U.S. aggressive 
circles to tighten their grip on these coun- 
tries and bolster their tottering position in 
the Near and Middle East. 


As the notorious “Eisenhower doctrine’ 


suffered ignominious failure and the Bagdad 


military bloc was paralyzed with the triumph 
of the revolution in Iraq, Washington had 
to reexamine the military strategic program- 
me of the bloc. 

The United States pushed Britain out of 
the leading position in the Bagdad bloc, and 
devised the new military system in 
which Turkey, Iran and Pakistan are to serve 
as tools in its adventurous military provoca- 
tion of “tight rope.walking at the brink of 
war.”

ON March 24, Iraqi Prime Minister Kassim 
officially announced Iraq’s withdrawal 
from the Bagdad Pact. 

Iraq’s withdrawal from the Bagdad Pact, 
an organization for imperialists’ aggression 
in the Near and Middle East, was fait ac- 
compli after the ‘triumph of revolution in 
Iraq in July 1958. 

The recent official announcement of the 
Iraqi Premier serves to show the bankruptcy 


of the Bagdad system and the complete eman- 
cipation of Iraq from the yoke of imperialism. 


Together with all peace-loving peoples, the

Korean people welcome the recent measures 
taken by the Iraqi government which signify 
a victory for all peoples fighting for peace 
and national independence and are an im- 
mense contribution ‘to the cause of peace in 
the Near and Middle East. 

Although they say they have expected 
Iraq’s withdrawal, Western imperialisis are 
disappointed and uneasy over the recent 
measures taken by the Iraqi government. 

Japanese Kyoto Tsushin dispaich from 
Washingion said: “It seems that the an- 
nouncement of the Iraqi government has giv- 
en the U.S. government authorities a heavy 
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their soil rocket and atomic weapon bases 
which are direcied against the Soviet Union 
and other socialist countries, and which 
threaten the security of the peace-loving 
countries in this area—India and Iraq. 

As the Soviet Government warned on 
many occasions, the establishment of U.S. 
rocket and atomic weapon bases on the soil 
of these countries will only greatly imperil 
them in the event of the imperialists provok- 
ing war. 

The governmenis of Turkey, Iran and Pa- 
kistan are foolishly pursuing the policy of 
placing their territories at the disposal of 
their U.S. patrons, a policy that runs counter 
to their national interest, under the pretext 
of “defence against communist threat.” 


Peoples in the Near and Middle East all 
know well from the events which took place 
before their eyes in recent years that the im- 
perialists threaten their security. 


It was none other than the imperialists that 
launched armed attack against Egypt and 
undertook provocative schemes against Syria. 

The ruling circles of Turkey, Iran and Pa- 
kistan are acting stupidly. They are walking 
into a trap. 

The bilateral military agreements which 
were forced upon Turkey, Iran and Pakistan 
by the U.S. rulers will not only bring devas- 
tating consequences to these countries but 
also gravely threaten peace in the Near and

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Stormy Days Ahead for Nato

Aer aggressive military activities of the 
Nato countries revealed in the special 
session of the Nato Council which met in 
Washington from April 2 to 4 to mark the 
tenth anniversary of ihe formation of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization have 
once again evoked indignation among the 
Korean people and the peace-loving peoples 
throughout the world. 

Before the Washington meeting, the gov- 
ernments of the Soviet Union and _ other 
peace-loving countries demanded that the 
Nato countries should take realistic measures 
for putting an end to the aggressive line, for 
creating an atmosphere of trust among na- 
tions and for further relaxing the existing in- 
ternational tension 


Especially, in its statement made on March 
29, the Soviet Government advanced concrete 
proposals, including the conclusion of a non- 
aggression treaty between Nato and the War- 
saw Treaty Organization, the establishment 
of an atom-free zone in Central Europe, dis- 
armament, prohibition of muclear weapon 
tests, conclusion of peace treaty with Ger- 
many and normalization of the situation in 
West Berlin. The Soviet Government also 
proposed a summit conference to discuss the 
matured international questions. 

Giving full support to the statement of the 
Soviet Government, the Korean people io- 
gether with the péace-loving peoples all over 
the world hoped that the Nato countries 
would respond favourably to the initiative 
taken by the Soviet Union. However, the 
meeting revealed that Nato’s military lead- 
ers are still clinging to the bankrupied policy 
of “positions of strength.” 

The Washington meeting tried hard to con- 
ceal its real aggressive intentions, painting 
Nato as a “defensive organization” and an 
instrument for “peace.” But no tirade of 
theirs will conceal the fact that for the past 
ten years Nato did nothing but scheme to 
provoke a new war, intensify the “cold war,” 
oppress the national liberation movement, 
interfere in the internal affairs of other coun- 
tries, and arm the West German troops with 
atomic and rocket weapons. Nato’s provoca- 
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tive acts staged against the countries of the 
socialist camp, its numerous military bases, 
and aggressive adventures in the Near and 
Middle East and Asian territories are a grave 
menace to peace. 

The Korean people can never forget the un- 
pardonable barbarous atrocities perpetrated 
by most of the Nato member states with the 
U.S. imperialists as its ringleader in the 
ignominious Korean war which they started 
in the year following the organization of Na- 
to. No one can deny that Nato has been the 
main source of tension in the world and the 
hot-bed of a new war. 

The ten-year history of Nato, however, has 
clearly shown how wrong its member states 
were in believing that Nato would be an in- 
strument for world domination, and also that 


no policy of “positions of strength” can 
knuckle under any peace-loving nation. 
It is high time the leaders of the Nato 


countries should learn a lesson from history. 

But the special session of the Nato Council 
has revealed once again the wild dream of 
the U.S. imperialists and the ruling circles of 
their satellites to maintain their shop-worn 
war policy. If the ruling circles of the Nato 
member states coniinue to pursue the war 
policy they will suffer only setbacks as they 
did in the past 10 years and their position 
will be further isolated. Furthermore, their 
bankrupicy will be all the more accelerated. 

In the face of the powerful opposition of 
the socialist countries headed by the Soviet 
Union and the peace-loving people and due 
to the acute contradictions among its mem- 
ber states, Nato is driven to a sad predica- 
ment. 

The Soviet Government proposals mention- 
ed above indicate clearly the way out for the 
countries of the North Atlantic bloc. 

The socialist countries headed by the So- 
viet Union and the peace-loving peoples are 
capable of frustrating any adveniurous ma- 
chination of the imperialists and of safe- 
guarding peace.

Development of Friendly 


Relations with Afro- Asian Countries 


Friendly ties and cultural relations be- 
tween Korea and Afro-Asian countries enjoy 
a long history. 

History records that friendly contacts be- 
tween the Korean people and Asian nations 
were started early in the fifth century.

The Korean people enjoy the support and 
encouragement of the peoples of the Afro- 
Asian countries in their righteous struggle 
for compelling the U.S. troops to withdraw 
from South Korea at an early date and unify- 
ing the country peacefully. 

The solidarity between Korea and the Afro- 
Asian countries has been further strengthen- 
ed through economic and cultural relations 
which are developing rapidly in the recent 
years. 

In 1957 trade and payment agreements 
were signed between the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and Egypt and Burma re- 
spectively. Now our trade _ representatives 
are stationed in Cairo and Rangoon. 
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Trade organs of our country have con- 
cluded trade agreements with the trade com- 
panies of India and Indonesia. At present, 
representatives are stationed in New Delhi 
and Djakarta. The volume of trade with these 
countries is on the increase. And peoples of 
many Afro-Asian countries including Japan 
are demanding the development of trade re- 
lations with Korea. In recent years, the visits 
of trade delegates of various Afro-Asian 
countries to Korea have become more fre- 
quent. 

Mention should also be made of great pro- 
gress registered in the field of the cultural 
exchanges with these countries. 

Last December, an agreement on cultural 
cooperation between Korea and the United 
Arab Republic was signed. And in January 
1959, an agreement on cultural cooperation 
and a plan for the 1959 cultural exchange 
were concluded between the Korean-Indo- 
nesian Friendship Society and the Indone- 
sian-Korean Friendship Society. 

In accordance with these agreements, dele- 
gations of science, education, arts, sports, 
and students will be exchanged. There will 
also be exchanges of reports, articles and 
oe and art and photo exhibitions will be 
held. 

Many friendship societies and cultural so- 
cieties established both in Korea and the 
Afro-Asian countries are making great con- 
tribution to the development and promotion 
of friendly relations and cultural exchange. 

The Japanese-Korean Society founded in 
1950 in Japan has developed into a powerful 
organization. It has more than 50 associa- 
tions and branches. In India and Indonesia 
the cultural societies and friendship societies 
have been functioning for some time already 
and in Nepal the Nepal-Korean Cultural So- 
ciety has been established. In other countries, 
too, the movement is on for establishing such 
societies. 

In our country the Korean-Indian Cultural 
Society and the Korean-Indonesian Friend- 
ship Society were established. And many out- 
standing Korean public figures, scientists 
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and artists are working to organize friend- 
ship societies with other countries. 

In the recent years there have been more 
visits between Korea and Afro-Asian count- 
ries, Especially, the visits of the people’s 
delegations from India, Japan, and Iraq and 
the visit of Indian and Indonesian Am- 
bassadors in China to our country have 
countribuied greatly to the development of 
friendly relations between Korea and these 
countries.

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Completion of Agricultural 


Co-operativization in Korea 


PAK KI SOON 


The agricultural co-operativ:zation was 
victovicusly completed in our country in 
August 1958 and now our agriculture, based 
firmly on the new socialist relations of pro- 
duction, is making an unprecedented upsurge 
in agricultural production. Rapid increase of 
agricultural production has raised the peas- 
ants’ life to the level of middle peasants or 
above. And at present, our peasants are Suc- 
cessfully carrying out technical and cultural 
revolutions in the countryside. They are de- 
termined to top in the near future the 7 mil- 
lion ton mark in grain output as set by the 
Party, to electrify the countryside within the 
next one or two years, to build an over-all 
irrigation system within the next 2 or 3 years 
and to accomplish the mechanization within 
the next 4 or 5 years.

The three-year war, provoked by the U.S. 
imperialists and Syngman Rhee clique, level- 
led the cities and farm villages of our coun- 
try, and the national economy was ruined. 
The people’s living standard was -extremely 
deteriorated. 

In the light of such grave situation, the 
Sixth Plenum of the Central Committee of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea which was con- 
vened in August 1953 right after the conclu- 
sion of the truce, charted the general line of 
the post-war economic construction: priority 
was given to the development of heavy in- 
dustry along with the simultaneous growth 
of lioht industry and agriculture in order to 


lay. the foundation for socialist industrializa- 


tion in the northern part of the Republic and 
improve rapidly the deteriorated people’s liv- 
ing. And to restore and develop agriculture 
swiftly was of urgent importance for this. 
Output of grain, meat, and vegetables had 
to be raised speedily to keep pace with the 
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fas: growing socialist industry .and satisfy 
ihe need of the urban population. 

The damage cur agriculture suffered dur- 
ing the war was indeed severe. There was a 
serious shortage of labour power and draught 
animals. The number of poor peasants in- 
creased to 40 per cent of the total farm house- 
holds. | 

It was already clear that so long as in- 
dividual farming existed the post-war reha- 
bilitation and development of agriculture 
would be delayed and the acute food and 
poor peasant problems would not be solved. 
Should such situation be allowed to continue, 
it would eventually hamper the swift rehabi- 
litation and development of industry and the 
development of the national economy as a 
whole, bringing about lack of balance be- 
tween agriculture and socialist industry 
which was making qualitative changes in the 
post-war years. 

Consequently, the Sixth Plenum of the 
Ceniral Committee of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea, ‘taking: into account the actual situa- 
tion and conditions, laid down the task of co- 
operativization of agriculture. Indeed, this 
was in accordance with the objective require- 
ments of social development in Korea, solv- 
ing gradually ‘the contradictions that existed 
between industry and agriculture and enabl- 
ing our countryside to embark upon the 
broad road of all-round development.

Preparations for agricultural co-operaiivi- 
zation were already made before the war. To 
be sure, with the land reform carried out as 
a task of the anti-imperialist and anti-feudal 
democratic revolution, important conditions 
for the socialist transformation of agriculture 
were creaied. Land was confiscated and dis- 
tributed without compensation on the princi- 
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ple that the land should be given ‘to the peas- 
ants who till it. Moreover, after the land 
reform, sale or mortgage of land and tenant 
farming were strictly prohibited. 


As a_ result of the land reform, landlords 
were overthrown and the rich peasanis, 
whose sirength had been negligible in our 
country, also sustained a heavy blow. 

At the same time, the Party rapidly devel- 
oped the economic ties between the socialist 
industry and individual farming by effecting 
systematic control over the individual peas- 
ant economy. State agricultural and stock 
farms and farm machine hire stations that 
had come into being before the war were 
made to play a leading role in the socialist 
transformation of agriculture while necessary 
steps were taken for eveniual conversion. of 
the individual farming to the socialist form. 


Especially, -during the war time the state 
farms and machine-hire stations were ex- 
panded, ushering in a new growth of the 
socialist elements in' the countryside. 

To make up for the shortage of labour and 
draught animal, co-operation of labour such 
as ox-share teams and _ labour-exchange 
teams, a long-standing practice of the peas- 
ants, were greatly encouraged. 

In guiding the agricultural co-operative 
movement, the Party “strictly observed the 
Leninist principle of voluntariness and 
adopted the line of developing the movement 
on a mass scale by bringing the superiority 
of the co-operative economy home to the 
peasants through practical experiences.” 
(Kim Il Sung) 


With the poor peasants and the activists of 
our Party in the countryside as the nucleus, 
the Party started the agricultural co-opera- 
tive movement on an experimental basis, so 
that the peasants might accumulate experi- 
ences in the organization of co-operative 
economy and gain confidence in the victory 
of the co-operative movement. Furthermore, 
the Party has paved the way for the entire 
peasantry to join the co-operative movement 
en masse by showing them the superiority of 
the co-operative economy through facts and 
figures. 

It was noi so easy at all to put agricultural 
co-ops organized by poor peasants on a firm 
footing and display the advantage of co-op- 
erative economy over the individual farming. 

The Party and Government rendered every 
possible assistance to the co-operatives at 
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the early stage by laying down the forms 
and scale of co-operatives and managerial 
and administrative principles. The co-ops re- 
ceived guidance, grain and seed loans, 
chemical fertilizers and farm implements, be- 
sides financial loans, from the Party and 
Government. Even labour forces were made 
available to them. 


Gradually the agricultural co-operatives 


began to show their superiority. In 1954, the 


first year when co-ops were organized, the 
per-unit area harvest of grain was 10-50 per 
cent higher than that of individual farming 
while cash income was 2-7 times greater. 

The superiority of the co-operatives dis- 
played so vividly and the tireless organiza- 
tional and political work carried out by our 
Party among the broad masses of peasants, 
drew not only the poor peasants but also 
middle peasants into the co-operatives. Thus 
the agricultural co-operative movement start- 
ed to develop ona mass scale. The Party 
directed special attention to the forms and 
scale of the co-operatives, the .rational com- 
bination of mutual interests and the political 
and economic strengthening of the co-opera- 
tives. 

Three forms of co-operative economy exist- 
ed in the agricultural co-operative movement 
in Korea, The first type was the permanent 
labour-aid team; the secorid a semi-socialist 
form in which the share is given according 
to the work done and land invested; and the 
third a complete socialist form in which the 
share is given only according to the work 
one put in. 

In pooling the means of production of 
peasants, it was made a rule to use them 
commonly while preserving the private own- 
ership of the implements for the time being 
in accordance with ‘their wishes. And when 
the farm implements were turned in for com- 
mon use the appropriate prices were paid for 
them. | 

In -deciding the size of a co-op, the ability 
of cadres for mangement and technical level 


of agriculture was taken into due considera- 


tion. Consequently, 40 to 100 households 
were united under a co-op. 


Thanks to such measures whith were taken 
in conformity with the existing reality of our 
country, it was possible to draw in many 
middle peasants to the co-operatives, to pre- 
vent any possible shortcomings in the course 
of co-operativization, and to carry out 
smoothly the co-operative movement. Mention 
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should be made of the fact that the quantita- 
tive growth of co-operatives was made in 
parallel with the qualitative consolidation. 

The Party concentrated its main force on 
the guidance work for raising the political 
awakening of co-operative members and in- 
creasing the co-ops’ producis. 

Especially, ‘the on-the-spot guidance given 
by Premier Kim Il Sung and other Party 
and Government leaders and intensive gui- 
dance given by thousands of leading cadres 
since 1955 have played a great role in the 
strengthening and development of agricul- 
tural co-operatives. 

And it must be pointed out that the work- 
ing class and the state gave much aid to the 
consolidation of agricultural co-operatives. 

In the postwar years the state spent some 
120 million won (new currency) for estab: 
lishing a material and technical foundation 
of agriculture. Great quantities of chemical 
fertilizers, farm machines, building materials 
and various kinds of consumer goods were 
made available to tthe rural areas by the 
state. Besides, the state loaned over 300,000 
tons of grain for provisions and seed and up- 
wards of 243 million won (new currency) of 
farming funds and _ cancelled over 160,000 
fons of tax-in-kind and grain loans and over 
14 million won (new currency) of loans. 

In addition, from 1956, it enforced the sys- 
tem of paying fixed amount of tax-in-kind. 
And to relieve the acute labour shortage in 
the countryside, the state dispatched to rural 
villages a number of demobilized servicemen 
and junior and senior middle school gradua- 
tes. A great number of office workers, stu- 
dents and armymen were also sent to help 
the peasants. 


The correct class policy of our Party in 
the countryside has been of great significance 
in the development of agricultural co-opera- 
tive movement. The co-operativizaiion of 
rural economy was pushed on amidst an 
intense class struggle. 

Firmly relying on the poor peasanis the 
Party maintained the policy of strengthen- 
ing the alliance between the poor and the 
middle peasants and restricting and remould- 
ing ‘the rich peasants into socialist working 
people. 

Along with this, we exposed and smashed 
at every step all the machinations of the 
enemies who frenziedly attempted to dis- 
intergrate ‘the agricultural co-operative

Movement from within and without by vilify- 
ing the Party policies. | 

It was important to overcome rashness as 
well as conservatism which propped up now 
and ‘then in the course of agricultural co- 
operativization. 

The Party rectified in time the trend of 
making the peasants join the co-operatives 
by administrative orders in violation of the 
principles of voluntariness. Then the ten- 
dency of expanding co-operatives in number 
only, not paying due consideration to their 
qualitative consolidation, had to be corrected 
white ‘the co-ops going after only advanced 
types and big scale without considering the 
aciual situation had to be righted. 

There were some who atiempted to hinder 
the rapid development of the co-operative 
movement, saying that the whole thing was 
“premature.” 


But the Party and revolutionary peasants 
fought successfully against all these ill-ad- 
vised notions. 

Thanks to such measures taken by the 
Party and Government the agricultural co- 
operativization was carried out smoothly and 
swiftly. By February, 1956,.65.6 per cent of 
the total farm households and 62.1 per cent 
of arable land were embraced by the agricul- 
tural co-operatives. From then on, the agri- 
cultural co-operatives made ‘rapid progress 
demonstrating vividly their superiority. 


On the basis of such experiences and re- 
sults, the Third Congress of our Party held 
in April, 1956, -set forth the historic task of 
completing the agricultural co-operativiza- 
tion during the First Five-Year Plan period. 

While consolidating the already won vic: 
tory, our Party concentrated its efforts on 
those areas which lagged in co-operativiza- 
tion, in order to realize in the shoriest time 
possible the task advanced by the Third 
Party Congress. 

However, in this period, too, the Party 
strictly adhered to the principle of volun- 
tariness letting the peasants realize the ad- 
vantages of the co-operatives by themselves. 
And by the end of August 1958, co-operativi- 
zation of rural economy was completed, 
which was followed by the amalgamation in- 
to one of agricultural co-operatives in each 
ri throughout the country. The amalgamation 
was compleied by October last year, merging 
13,309 agricultural co-operatives into 3,843— 
an epoch-making advance in our agriculture. 
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There were a number of specific features in 
the agricultural co-operative movement in 
Korea. It is, first of all, characterized by the 
unprecedented rapid speed of development. 
And it was completed in an incredibly short 
span of ‘time. 

The successful implementation of agricul- 
tural co-operativization, one of the most diffi- 
cult and complicated tasks in the socialist 
revolution in our country, in such q short 
space of time was a splendid victory of the 
agricultural policy of the Workers’ Pariy of 
Korea which has applied creatively the 
Leninist principles on the agricultural co- 
operativization to the concrete reality and 
conditions of our countryside. 


Our rural communities wiped out comple- 
tely the sources of exploitation and poverty 
which had existed for thousands of years 
turning the countryside into a socialist one 
where all toiling peasants can work and live 
freely and happily. And the agricultural pro- 
ductive forces have been once and for all 
freed from the fetters of old production rela- 
ee and a new path opened up for agricul- 
ture. 


The co-operativization of agriculture also 
has promoted the socialist remoulding of the 
private traders and enterprisers. The co-op- 
erativization of agriculture and _ socialist 
transformation of private trade and industry 
were completed almost simultaneously bring- 
ing about a firmer worker-peasant alliance 
on a new socialist basis. 

Thanks to the superiority of the co-opera- 
tive economy, to the establishment of materi- 
al and technical foundation of agriculture 
and to the devoted labour struggle of our 
peasanis, the grain production in our coun- 
try has been increasing steadily. 

Already in 1956, grain output surpassed 
the prewar level. The total grain harvest in 
1958 was nearly double the figure of 1946, 
the year after liberation. Today, the food 
problem, the most acute problem we faced 
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following the signing of the truce, has been 
completely solved. 

Together with the growth of grain produc- 
tion, other branches of agriculture, such as 
industrial crop production, animal hus- 
bandry, sericuliture and pomiculture have 
also been developed apace. 

The rapid growth of agricultural produc- 
tion has further consolidated the economic 
foundation of the agricultural co-operatives 
and speedily improved the living of the co- 
pperative members. 

In 1958, the amount of common funds of 
the co-operatives increased by 2.4 times on 
am average per member household as com- 
pared with 1955. 


The income of co-operative members has 
systematically grown. In 1958, the share per 
member household grew 1.5 times in grain, 
over 3.6 times in cash as against 1955. 

Today the cultural revolution stands out 
as an important task in the countryside. Its 
most important task is to raise the level of 
general and technical knowledge of the en- 
tire peasants. 

To this end, every effort is being made to 
raise the educational level of the entire co- 
op members above ‘the level of the elementary 
school or junior middle school graduates and 
to urge the peasants to acquire some skill. 

Everywhere in the rural villages, modern 
dwelling houses, schools, clubs, creches, 
kindergartens, clinics and other public facili- 
ties have been set up. 


Thanks to the enforcement of the univer- 
sal compulsory primary and middle school 
education system and the strengthening of 
adult education, the cultural level of the 
peasants is rising day by day. 

A great change is taking place also in the 
consciousness of the peasants. The remnants 
of outmoded feudal and capitalist ideology 
are being erased and their consciousness is 
being remoulded into socialist one.

wes its system of over 1,500 ri or 600 kilo- 
metres of canals, the Kiyang Irrigation Pro- 
ject is a vast undertaking of nature remaking. 

The water pumped up from the Taidong River 
at the Ist-stage pumping station is to be pumped 
up again at the 2nd-stage pumping station to fill 
the Taisung Reservoir, which will give out water 
through four trunk canals to 35,000 jungbo of 
farmland. It is envisaged that with the comple- 
tion of the project, over 100,000 tons, more rice 
will be harvested annually. 

Before the whole work is finished, about 4,000 
Structures and thirty tunnels with a _ total 
length of 9,000 metres must be built. 

Begun in October 1957, this vast project was 
originally planned to be completed by 1961. But 
the workers of the Kiyang Irrigation Trust, forg- 
ing ahead on a winged horse, determined to com- 
plete the project within this year, more than two 
years ahead of schedule. The lst- and 2nd- stage 
pumping stations have been connected and other 
four trunk and branch canals, totaling over 600 
rt in length, have been laid. It is expected that 
20,000 jungbo of land will be benefitted this year. 

Six hundred ril It will take about one week 
to cover that distance on foot. For building these 
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Built 


long canals (15.4 metres wide and 2.8 metres 
deep) they had to cut through hills and mountains, 
build several thousand metres of tunnels and re- 
move 10,000 cubic metres of earth. There were 
marsh lands and rocks in the way. However, the 
enthusiastic workers, greatly inspired by the 
Red Letter sent by the Party Central Committee 
calling for further accelerating socialist construc- 
tion overcoming every difficulty, honourably car- 
ried out the work ahead of schedule. 


Bulldozers, excavators and other machines in- 
cluding those they had made were used. They 
mechanized 70 per cent of the work. 


In the vicinity of the point where the Zeungsan 
and Onchun trunk canals fork, there is a tunnel! 
called Ryongwul which was built by the workers 
of the third branch of the Trust. 


The work of building this tunnel, 1,800 metres 
in length, was a key to ensuring irrigation of 
20,000 jungbo before farming season this year. 


Workers of this branch finished the project by 
March 2, one and a half months earlier than ori- 
ginally planned: of them Moon Chang Shik and 
Kim Jong Hyup ensured two blastings every six 
hours though rocks’ were hard, raising labour 
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efficiency 2 or 3 times. In addition they made an 
electric pit-car on their own to carry earth. 

When the water passes through the Ryongwul 
Tunnel, it will come to the fork where the Zeung- 
san and Onchun Trunk Canals branch off. 

The work of building Onchun Trunk Canal and 
its seven branch canals has been completed. Now 
the life-giving water for which our forefathers 
thirsted for centuries is flowing over the Onchun 
Plain of over 10,000 jungbo. 

In this vast plain, facing the Kwangryang Bay 
in the west, paddy fields were rare in the past, 
and even those were rain dependent. Such being 
the case, rice was cultivated on unirrigared fields 
only by the direct sowing method, dependent 
solely upon rain or water from melting snow. No 
wonder peasants there wanted water so long. They 
longed to cultivate rice on the fully irrigated 
paddy fields. 

At long last, their cherished dream has come 
true under the peopie’s power. It is estimated that 
over 60,000 tons more of rice will be produced at 
least in the Onchun Piain alone this year. This 
figure means that one ton more rice will be added 
to the per capita output of rice in Onchun County. 
That’s why the agricultural co-op members of the 
county, greately inspired by the great concern of 
the Party, are devoting themselves to the work in 
co-operation with the workers, displaying un- 


paralleled labour enthusiasm. 

It was last September that the peasants in On- 
chun County began to take part in the project. 
They mechanized the work as much as possible in 
removing earth, bringing about a rise of 300-400 


per cent in labour efliciency every day. 

Especially the women’s shock brigade members 
headed by Han Myung Ok raised labour produc- 
tivity 14 times at maximum. 

Here is a story of a girl named Song Kwang 
Hyun of the brigade from Wuneup-rri. 

While working at the construction site last Oc- 
tober, her wedding day was approaching. Her 
parents came to take her home for preparation. 
But she _ refused, though urged by the manage- 
ment and her friends, to follow her parents saying, 
“T will not go home until I see the end of this 
project.’’ Postponing her wedding she remained at 
her post until the canal reached her village last 
December. During the period she overfulfilled her 
daily quota by over 300 per cent. 

The people in the region had dreamed of life- 
giving water for so long. Especially those elderly 
peasants who in the past had bitter experiences 
in farming felt the need more keenly. For instance 
Kwak In Kwan, ‘one elderly peasant, has never 
left the construction site during the past five 
months. This is what he said: 

“This will relieve our thirst. How can I leave 
the place while our workers are toiling for us 
peasants?’’ He worked continuously refusing the 
young men’s advice to take rest. 

This feeling of his is that of the entire peasants 
in Onchun County who came out as one for the 
earlier completion of the project. 

The sweat of the workers and peasants was not 
in vain and already precious water is flowing 
through the canals.

Hwang Sung Woon, member of thé Radio Re- 
pair Co-op, succeeded in making a new type of 
microphone. His product was highly appreciated 
by the authorities and general public. Naturally 
he was very much delighted, but he is a modest 
man. All he could say was that he had done what 
he ought to. 


“How happy it is to offer one’s talent for the 
welfare of the people!’’ he said to himself. Again 
and again he pledged himself that he would work 
harder for the country’s prosperity. 


Until the beginning of 1957, he had owned a 
small photograph studio. Even then, off and on he 
felt as if he was left alone while every one was 
out for healing the scars of war so that a new life 
could be built. He thought he should tear himself 
away from his studio and join the multitude who 
work for the country and people. 


Recalling those days, Hwang Sung Woon says 
now: “‘As the Government helped private handi- 
craftsmen I made a good living. I tried to think 
that I too was working for the people, but could 
not get away from the fact that in the last 
analysis private handicraftsmen work for no one 
but themselves. Many times, I made up my mind 
to work for the country and the people. Yet, my 
egoism kept me in my photograph studio.” 

But, there were helping hands. The Party 
painstakingly guided the private handicraftsmen 
and tradesmen to socialism, and many of them 
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joined in succession the ranks of socialist builders. 

Seeing these people becoming socialist builders, 
Hwang thought that he should do the same. It 
was around this time that. he met an old friend, 
graduate of the same primary school, a govern- 
ment employee. 


His friend visited Hwang’s house one evening. 
In the course of conversation naturally they talked 
about what they were doing. This was what his 
friend told him: 


You see, the Government values technicians, 
no matter how trifling they may be. As a tech- 
nician, you’d better work for the interests of the 
country and the entire people instead of your own. 
i will be for your good, too. If you try, you will 
see it is for your own interest. Then you will, ’m 
sure, enjoy greater happiness.” 


Hearing the friend’s words Hwang Sung Woon 
felt again that he should lead a more fruitful life. 
He wished to devote his skill to the country’s 
prosperity. 

“But, how?” he asked himsel?. His friend knew 
the answer. 

“When you meet with difficulties or problems 
that you cannot solve by yourself, you should go 
for advice to the People’s Committee or Party 
Committee without hesitation. They will give you 
proper advice.”’ 

At last he visited the District Party Commiitee 
to seek help with his problem. The Party func- 
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tionary was most friendly and advised him what 
course he should take. 

At long iast, he made up his mind to take the 
path the Party indicated. And in March 1957, he 
joined the Radio Repair Co-op. 

He worked harder ever, feeling the joy of life 
which he had never experienced before. Above 
all, he could feel more closely the concern of the 
Party and the Government.

As the days 
went by, he was more convinced of the vast bright 
future of socialism. 

He worked with heart and soul, feeling that 
nothing is impossible for those who work with col- 
lective wisdom.

It was his watchword to be faithful to his duty 
and study diligently to become an excellent soci- 
alist builder. 

It was around this time that he began to turn 
his attention to making a crystal microphone. 

Being only a primary school graduate he had 
no technical education. All he know, he had learn- 
ed in the radio repair shops where he worked 
for several years. He taught himself radiotele- 
graphy, and accumulated some experiences. 

To make the microphone he really worked hard. 
In the past, it was considered that only university 
graduates would dare such undertaking. 

The microphone he made is an excellent one, 
which compares quite well with those made in ad- 
vanced countries. It conveys distinctly the sound 
from a place 4 or 5 metres away without any 
noise. 

What made him work so hard and show initia- 
tive? Hwang says: “‘Today in our country everyone 
is a socialist builder, the master of the country. 
And, I simply did not want to lag behind others.”’ 

With the Government’s help, preparation for 
mass production of microphones is going on. He 
is now working on an electrical insects extermina- 
tor in order to help the peasants. 

“Working collectively is joyous indeed. Every 
time I think of the past when I clung to my own 
interest, I cannot help blushing with shame.” This 
ts indicative of how he has grown ideologically, 
teo. 


OH JUNG RYUM 
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New Railway 
Construction 


DDD OOOO OO oa SOS 


T present construction work is under way on 

the new 800 kilometre long railway lines 
linking Samdeung with Sepo and Jihari with 
Pyongsan, in Central Korea. 


When completed, these railways, connecting the 
east and the west, the north and the south, will 
play a big role in the life of the nation. They will 
make for the development of the rich mineral and 
timber resources in the mountain areas of North 
Hwanghai and Kangwon Provinces and expedite 
transportation, at the same time serving the peo- 
ple’s welfare in this part of the country. 


When the Workers’ Party of Korea first sug- 
gested constructing the railways, the young work- 
ers in the field of transport asked that the task be 
assigned to them. The Party gave its consent. 


Then those young workers held an activists’ 
conference last December, at which they decided 
to complete the first stage project covering the 
62.8 kilometres long Jihari-Pyongsan line by May 
Day, 1959, and the second stage project covering 
the Samdeung-Sepo line before the 1960 May 
Daly. The participants in the conference called 
upon all the youth of the country to take an ac- 
tive part in the construction of these railways. 
Thus, numerous young people came to the con- 
struction sites from all parts of the country. 


The young builders are now tackling the sky- 
high Mashik-ryung Ridge. A total of more than 
9.4 million cubic metres of earth and rocks must 
be removed and many bridges built. Electric and 
telephone lines have to be laid through the dense 
ferests; over 20 railway stations must be built; 
more than 800 dwelling houses erected; and con- 
crete block yards with an annual capacity of 
15,000 cubic metres and quarries which can an- 
nually turn out 40,000 cubic metres of building 
stone must be built in order to ensure a faster 
speed in the construction work. 
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The Japanese-imperialists, when ruling our 


country, tried more than once to lay railway lines. 


through the forested mountains in this area, but 
in vain. It took 14 years for them to build the 
Pyongwon line alone, construction of which was 
far easier than the present one. 

But now our young socialist builders are to 
build the 300 kilometres long railway, which is 
much more difficult to lay, in less than one and a 
half years. 

It is now less than two months since they start- 
ed the work, and see what they have done! A 
total of 1,250,000 cubic metres of earth and rock 
have been removed; 1,000,000 cubic metres ex- 
cavated; and various structures and installations 
have been erected. 

In this way they expect to complete the first 
Stage project ahead of scnedule, i.e. by April 20, 
this year. 

This, however, does not mean that everything 
is smooth sailing. Many difficulties and snags have 
cropped up in the work. 

But those difficulties could not daunt the young 
builders. 

Over 50 youth shock brigades led by members 
ot the Workers’ Party have been organized. One 
of them, the February 8 shock brigade, distingu- 
ished itself in the struggle for the conquest of the 
Shipman-san Hill, which stood in the way of the 
young builders presenting one of the biggest ob- 
stacles to the construction of the Jihari-Pyongsan 
line. The hill had to be cut through, which meant 
that 100,000 cubic metres of earth and rock had 
to be removed. The successful carrying out of the 
whole project largely depended on whether this 


Construction of a railway 
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section of the work made progress as scheduled. 
Many difficulties arose. To overcome the difficul- 
ties, the young workers gave full play to their 
creative inventiveness, thereby stepping up the 
pace of their work. Tackling the hill, they came 
up against a huge rock lying underground block- 
ing their way. They cut a hole 40 metres deep in 
the rock and put in a charge of 16 tons of explo- 
sive, blowing up the rock at one blast with a part 
of the hill crumbling down. 

At a place near Masan-ri some 40 kilometres 
away from Pyongsan, where a railway embank- 
ment was being built up, the young socialist build- 
ers invented non-power-driven cable cars to carry 
more than 216,000 cubic metres of earth up to 
place. This went far toward speeding up the work. 

In building the Masan-kyo bridge and many 
others on the Jihari-Pyongsan line, too, wonders 
are being worked. The builders are using concrete 
parts which are not reinforced with steel but no 
less strong than ferro-concrete, in assembling 
arch-shaped bridges, thus quickening the speed of 
construction. 

A movement is now sweeping the whole con- 
struction sites to innovate methods of work. Every 
one is duty bound to put forward a new idea. The 
work process is being made more rational and 
efficient; mechanization is being introduced. 

Thus, many new ideas have already been intro- 
duced into work. 


In all sorts of work, small-scale mechanization 
is used and large-scale mechanization is also com- 
ing in in a big way. 

On February 25, the Plenum of the C.C., Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea, then in session, addressed a 
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letter to the young builders, highly appreciating 
their labour exploits and calling them to fresh la- 
bour achievements. 

The letter read in part: 

‘« | The current Plenum, appreciating highly 
your labour exploits in the devoted struggle for 
the Party and people, and the mass heroism dis- 


played by you who are never daunted by but 
always brave it through all difficulties, extends 
warm congratulation to all the young builders.

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Around Ancient Botong-moon Cate 


Construction in the neighbourhood of Botong- 
moon Gate in Pyongyang is going on at a ful! 
speed. Numbers of turret cranes are swinging 
their long arms incessantly; excavators and bulldo- 
zers are busy with the earth work; numberless 
lorries are moving in and out carrying materials. 


A big recreation ground is being built here and 
a big housing construction is under way. Besides 
regular workers, students from institutions of 
higher learning, who are workig while learning, 
are also taking part in the construction. 

Today in our country, the words ‘‘development”’ 
and “leap forward” are on everybody’s lips. But 
the changes taking place here at the Botong- 
moon gate area are simply incredible. 


BOTONG-MOON GATE 


B OTONG-MOON GATE (built in 1473 A.D.), 
J the main landmark in Botong-moon Street, 
is an old wall gate associated with a number of 
heroic stories in the history of Pyongyang. 


Botong-moon Gate viewed from 
Ryunhwansun Street 
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Standing in the vicinity of the Botong River 
which flows through the north-western part of 
Pyongyang, the graceful gate was_ the ancient 
doorway to welcome foreign good-will missions 
and bid farewell to Korean missions going to 
China and other neighbouring countries. Some- 
time it was called by the name of ‘‘Friendship 
Gate,’ too. 


The gate—a two storied structure—casting its 
shadow on the quiet flow of the Botong River once 
lined with thick willows blended with the beau- 
tiful scenery. So in the days gone-by it was famed 
in songs and poetry. An ancient poet sang: 


To the west of the Gate, 

A broad highway stretches along the wall 

With thick willows on either side. 

Among the willows swaying in a gentle breeze, 

Bush-warblers sing the merry song of spring. 

Yet, alas, even spring cannot check the departing 

love. 

This gate shared the fate of the Korean people. 
When the people were undergoing ordeals due to 
the occupation of the land by the Japanese imperi- 
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alists, the looks of the gate and its neighbourhood 
changed. The Japanese imperialists whose aim 
was to blot out the history of the Korean people 
and their national culture took no notice of this 
national treasure. Intentionally it was left to de- 
teriorate. 


The brilliant colours of the’ gate-tower, so 
wonderful in the past, became clouded and tiles 
on the roof remained broken. Moreover, as they 
neglected flood control, every summer the water 
of the river overflowed its banks and swept around 
the gate. Still worse, sewer from the Japanese.re- 
sidential section flowed through this area and 
emptied into the river. So, it was one of the 
dirtiest places in Pyongyang. 

In this area mud-huts of the poor stood in a 
huddle. In the days of Japanese imperialist rule

The Botong-moon Gate has been. restored and 
modern flats have risen up in the vicinity of the 
gate. Furthermore, the vast project of building a 
recreation ground has been under way since the 
end of last year. 


The recreation ground to be built along the 
Botong River will occupy an area of 297 hectares 
in total. The river will be 80 metres in width and 
1.5 metres in depth. Facilities will be made for 
swimming, boating and angling. There will be a 
fish hatchery, a place for sand baths, and willows 
and maples, cherry trees, lilacs, azaleas, magnolia, 
roses, etc. will be planted along the banks; a pro- 
menade and footpaths, 55 kilometres in’ length, 
will be laid out. 


Construction of this recreation ground is ex- 
pected to be completed before May this year. 


In the neighbouring area of the recreation 
ground, a big housing construction is underway. 
Modern multi-storey flats for more than 10,000 
families are to be built here, of which flats for 
7,000 families will be completed within this year, 
and the rest by the next year. Then the population 
of the neighbourhood will reach 60,000. 


This year in that section, model _ residential 
quarters with a total floor space of 122,900 square 
metres will be built on an area of 166,000 square 
metres. 


The model section is to be provided with 
schools, public halls, laundries, hot-houses, stores, 
kindergartens, nurseries, family restaurants, open 
air washing places, etc. as well as green plots, 
small play grounds, fountains, several children’s 
playgrounds. There will be a central heating sys- 
tem and there will be also running hot water in 
each flat. In the near future this area will become 
one of the main residential sections of Pyongyang. 


HAN JAI SUNG 
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Electric Railway 
Extended 


The train for Rajin arrived at Shinsungchun 


after a two-hour run from Pyongyang. 


The Shinsungchun Railway Station has been 
rebuilt in the post-war years. At this point the 
train drops off the steam engine and hooks on an 
electric engine for the run to Kowon. Many new 
tracks ran and a host of tall ‘electric poles lined 
the railway as far as the eye could see. 

As the train pulled out from Shinsungchun, 
passengers began to talk about the electrification 
of the Shinsungchun-Kowon Line extending 129 
kilometres. Among the passengers were some 
vacationers headed for the Jooeul hot spring; 
several metallurgical engineers going to Mt. 
Baikdoo for geological prospecting; some govern- 
ment workers making an official tour to the Shin- 
po Fishery. 

Enjoying the comfort of the electric train the 
passengers were unanimous in praising the deci- 
sion of the February 1959 Plenum of the C.C. 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea which set forth 
the task for electrifying the nation’s entire rail- 
ways within the next 6 or 7 years. 

‘“‘When this task is carried out we'll be tra- 
velling more comfortably and faster too.”” A young 
woman with a baby said. 

“That’s right! When our railways are electrified, 
we'll be travelling in great comfort. There will be 
no coal dust, or rattling noises. It will be more 
sanitary, too.”’ These were comments of a railway 
ehgineer going to the Wonsan Railway Factory 
on official business. 


Winding its way between the steep mountains 
and crossing over -bridges the train ran smoothly 
and swiftly. In this district the mountains stretch- 
ed out to the north and south forming the “‘roof’’ 
of Korea. He went on: 

“Soon our train will leave behind the Kucha- 
ryung Ridge. In the past this ridge was a great ob- 
stacle in the railway transport. But we had to 
wait until liberation to smash this obstacle. The 
Party and Government electrified the Yangduk- 
Chunsung Line, some 50 kilometres long, where 
the gradient is steepest.” 
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Every one was interested in the engineer’s ex- 
planation. He went on to add that the electrifica- 
tion of raliway was taken up in real earnest in 
the post-war years. The war-damaged Yangduk- 
Chunsung Line was completely rehabilitated in 
1956. And then the Chunsung-Kowon and Yang- 
duk-Shinsungchun Lines were also electrified. 


The first electric engine ran in October 1958 
over the Shinsungchun-Kowon Line, the steepest 
section on the East and West trunk railway. Since 
the electrification of this line the transport capaci- 
ty increased to 211 per cent. 


Since we are rich in electric resources and short 
of high-caloried coal, electrification of railway 
poses as a most urgent question for our country. 
It can raise the present transport capacity more 
than 1.8 times while economizing annually some 
2,000,000 tons of coal. Moreover, it will save la- 
bour by half and cut the transport cost by 20 per 
cent. 


While listening to the conversation, I thought 
of the thing of 5 years ago. 


The train was passing by the transformer sub- 
station near the Suktang hotspring. It was winter 
of 1954 that railway builders constructed this sub- 
Station, fighting against the adverse condition. The 
workers’ technical knowledge was meagre. But 
the young railway school graduates kept at their 
work deep into the night to build the sub-station. 
Many Soviet experts helped them in laying the 
electric railway. 


But how different it is today, compared with 
five years ago! 

In the past five years big leaps were made in 
the electric railway construction just as in all 
Other spheres of the national economy. And the 
workers’ technical level, too, improved markedly. 

When the Yangduk-Chunsung Line was electri- 
fied right after the war, it took ZO days to elec- 
trify one kilometer. But this was shortened to 16 
days in the electrification of the Chunsung-Kowon 
‘section; and to only 4 days in the Yangduk-Shin- 
sungchun section. 

In electrifying the Shinsungchun ‘Kowon Line 
last year, the workers built two sub-stations and 
installed tram-cables of 40.2 kilometres in six 
months. 

To complete the project, many creative ideas 


were advanced and 90 per of the work mechaniz- 
ed. They made, first of all, concrete electric poles 
on the spot. Li Jung Kook and other innovators of 
the construction parts shop succeeded in making a 
turret crane with scrap iron they collected. The 
workers raised the labour productivity to 340 per 
cent, further reducing the construction period. 
Particularly, the young shock brigade members 
raised labour productivity to 500 per cent by 
waging the movement for erecting one pole every 
five minutes. 

Now the electric railway builders have gained 
good experience and they are working to electrify 
in one year the Myungchun-Tanchun section, 
which would have taken four years and a half in 
the past. 

When the West Pyongyang Railway Factory 
succeeded in manufacturing an electric locomotive, 
many workers of the Kowon Electric Locomotive 
Yards, who achieved great success in the post- 
war years, volunteered to come to West Pyong- 
yang. It is expected that nearly 100 electric loco- 
motive engines will be turned out by the West 
Pyongyang Railway Factory by the end of next 
year. 

Thus, we will be manufacturing a sufficient 
number of electric locomotive engines to meet the 
need for the electrification of the nation’s railways. 

Upon completing the electrification of the 
Myungchun-Tanchun Line this year, we will tackle 
the electrification of the Tanchun-Kowon and 
Shinsungchun-Pyongyang Lines. In other words, 
from Pyongyang to Myungchun covering 609 kilo- 
metres will be completely electrified by 1961. 
And within the coming 6 or 7 years, all the rail- 
ways in our country will be electrified. But, first 
of all, the suburban trains round Pyongyang, the 
Pyongyang-Manpo section where traffic is heaviest 
and the Manpo and Hesan lines where there are 
many steep slopes and turns will be electrified. 

Our train sped on around mountain curves and 


up the steep slope of the Kucharyung Ridge. 


“Isn’t it great to be living in an era when our 
country is changing monthly—nay, daily,’’ said 
the engineer of the Ministry of Transport as he 
gazed out-the window of the train. And every one 
in the coach agreed. 


RYANG KAP SAING 
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South Korean Workers’ Struggle 


Against 


Oppression and Exploitation 


Even the bayonets of the American im- 
perialists and Syngman Rhee clique cannot 
stop the struggle of workers in South Korea’ 
against oppression and exploitation. On the 
contrary, it is expanding and intensifying. 

From the beginning of this year, the work- 
ers in South Korea have been more loudly 
demanding higher wages, immediate pay- 
ment of back wages, an eight-hour day, 
paid-holidays, right to collective bargaining 
and so forth. Resolutely they are opposing 
dismissals without notice, extension of work: 
ing hours without pay, reduction of wages, 
sold-out “trade union leaders” and national 
humiliation. 

In Seoul, Inchon, Pusan, Taegu, Taejon, 
Junjoo, Mokpo, Milyang, Euiryung, Jang- 
sung, Toge, Nyungwol and other districts 
throughout South Korea workers staged 
demonstrations and went on strikes. 

In some places there were slow-downs, 
mass protests and sit-down strikes against 
the enterprisers, puppet government and 
U.S. occupation army. 

Particularly, dock workers, as well as 
railway, mining, civil engineering and textile 
workers and those employed at the disem- 
barkation centres of the U.S. army and the 
puppet army “base depots” were more active 
in making ‘their demands. 

Even according ‘to the heavily doctored 
materials published by the South Korean 
press this year, there have been already 38 
such incidents of workers’ demonsirations 
and strikes. 

Noteworthy is the fact that 66 per cent of 
these struggles are directly spearheaded 
against the U.S. occupation army and Syng- 
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man Rhee authorities, which testifies to the 
growing amnti-U.S. and anti-Syngman Rhee 
sentiment among the South Korean workers. 

The South Korean workers are, first of 
all, waging a strenuous struggle against un- 
employment and dismissals. | 

Workers are discharged en masse under 
the pretext of the “rationalization of man- 
agement,” which has been introduced by the 
Syngman Rhee. clique, in order to tide over 
the financial straits caused by the swelling 
military expenses. 

Since last November, workers of ‘the 
puppet Syngman Rhee’s “Daihan Tungsten 
Company” have been continuing a long-. 
drawn struggle against ‘the puppet authori- 
ties in opposition to the second mass dis- 
missal in ‘the wake of the large-scale dis- 
missals that took place in October. 


In September railway workers unfolded a 
struggle in:protest against the expected dis- 
missal of over 2,000 workers by the “De- 
pariment of Transport” of the puppet regime. 

‘30,000 railway workers launched a bitter 
struggle against the intrigues of the puppet 
authorities for unemployment and slave lab- 
our and exploitation. Likewise the workers 
of the ‘Local Tobacco Monopoly Bureau” in 
Junjoo and “Heungan Textile Mill’ in In- 
chon went on strike in March this year. 

Recently, workers employed at ihe puppet 
army “base depots” notified the “Ministry 
of National Defence” that they could no 
longer tolerate hunger and demanded a 100 


per cent raise in their wages. They declared 


that no intimidation would frighten them. 
More than 3,000 stevedores employed at the 
U.S. army base in Inchon port held demon- 
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strations, carrying placards and shouting 
slogans calling for a wage raise. Then long- 
shoremen of ithe Pusan port presenied a 
demand for a 66 per cent wage raise to the 
puppet “ROK Army Siaff.” The struggie of 
the workers for higher pay is spreading to 
factories and mines in South Korea. 

In the meantime, the Syngman Rhee 
clique are attempting to cut the present 
starvation wages, which are barely one third 
of the minimum living cost. 

The puppet regime submitted the “revised 
draft budget” to the “National Assembly” to 
effect a wage-cut of railway workers. En- 
raged by the wage-cut, the railway workers 
called a general strike or slow-down. Demon- 
strations in protest against wage-cut were 
held in front of the “National Assembly.” 

The management of the “Kyungsung Elec- 
tric Company” under the direct control of the 
puppet government reduced the rate of over- 
time pay by 36 per cent. But, 3,000 workers 
demanding the immediate withdrawal of 
such decision resolved to hold a strike. For 
3 days the tram service was cut down by 
46 per cent in Seoul. One of their demands 
was the immediate payment of the back pay. 
Wages were withheld for several months by 
the Syngman Rhee clique because of the 
financial bankruptcy. And, if funds were 
available, money was used by Syngman 
Rheeites for political purposes. Another such 
strike was staged by the workers of the 
“Daihan Tungsten Company.” On November 
19 las: they put up a strike in demand of 
payment of wages that the company had 
withheld for five months. The strike lasted 
for several months. 


Workers 
resolutely demanding their rights. They are 
demanding an 8-hour day, improvement of 
working conditions, and collective bargain- 


jng. They are fighiing against oppression, 


persecution and humiliation. 

Longshoremen in Pusan, public service 
workers in Taegu and workers of the “South 
Korean Indusirial Company” in Taejon, to 
name a few, siruck against the employers. 

Particular mention should be made of 
the strike that 600 workers of the American-

A N unspeakable famine is 
countryside of South Korea, 
outlook for this year’s farming is 
bleak. 

The number of peasants without provisions 
is increasing day by day. 

According to the South Korean press re- 
ports, almost all the peasant households in 
Kimhai and Jinhai Counties in South Kyung- 
sang Province, Kongjoo County in South 
Choongchung Province, and Boochun County 
in Kyunggi Province are out of provisions. 
And the situation is similar on the islands in 
the East and West Seas. 

The Pusan Daily reported that even some 
seed grains the peasants had prepared either 
fell into hands of the Syngman Rhee clique, 
landlords, or credit sharks or they had to eat 
up. Now they live on tree roots and bark. 

As industry was brought to complete ruin, 
the countryside has been the main source of 
exploitation by the Syngman Rhee clique. 
Fertilizer prices are raised, and taxes hiked 
to meet the swelling military expenditure. 

To cite one case, as of February 21 this 
year, the fertilizer prices were 54 per cent 
higher than last year. Recently prices went 
up by 2.7 per cent again. 
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owned “Hankook Trade Office” in Inchon 
held. The workers asked for the repeal of ex- 
traterritorial rights, no enforcement of 
English language, no violence, no undue dis- 
missals, enforcement of an 8-hour day, 
guarantee for trade union activities and 
collective bargaining rights, and so forth.

of U.S. “AID”

It is known to all that the U.S. “aid” is 
nothing but one of the important U.S. 
expansion policies to colonize and subjugate 
other countries. 

This “aid” policy is practised in South 
Korea in a most naked and shameless way. 

The U.S. “aid” to South Korea is admin- 
istered with the investment by the U.S. 
monopolists to subjugate her politically, 
economically and militarilly for the purpose 
of pillage. 

Through their ‘‘aid,’ the U.S. imperialists 
are subordinating the Syngman Rhee’s 
puppet army to their aggressive military pur- 
poses and are deriving huge excess profits 
from the South Korean economy by comple- 
tely seizing its main arteries. 


From the first day of their occupation of 
South Korea, the U.S. imperialists, having 
established and intensified the colonial sys- 
tem .in South Korea under various forms of 
“aid,” had been preparing for an aggressive 
war. And after provoking the war in Korea, 
they used the “aid” as a means to guarantee 
their military activities, mobilize man-power 
and plunder materials in South Korea, and 
now, after the truce, they are using it in ex- 
panding military bases and tightening ex- 
ploitation system for the purpose of per- 
petuating their domination in South Korea. 

By means of their ‘aid,’ the “ROK-U.S. 
Joint Economic Board”, an agent of the 
U.S. aggressive policy, set up in December 
1953 in accordance with the “Agreement on 
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Economic Reconstruction and Financial Sta- 
bilization,’ enjoys omnipotent authority in 
South Korea. 


Under the pretence of supervising the ex- 
ecution of the “aid,” the U.S. representa- 
tive—the U.N.C. economic coordinator—on 
the board is to work out rules and regula- 
tions for selling the equipment, materials and 
other aid goods, practise control over their 
distribution and _ utilization, examine and 
conirol the economy and planning in South 
Korea. 


The U.S. advisers under the U.N.C. eco- 
nomic coordinator are practically the rulers 
of the South Korean economy. The U.S. 
technical advisers posied in each department 
of the Syngzman Rhee puppet government, in 
various commissions (electricity, transport, 
coal, mines, etc.) and other major enter- 
prises, not limiting themselves to the depart- 
mental administration of the Syngman Rhee 
puppet government, are also interfering in 
the major individual enterprises and super- 
vising the puppet government organs to see 
that they carry out the aggressive U.S. “aid” 
plan. 


By means of “economic aid,” the U.S. im- 
perialists have placed financial operations, 
major production facilities and economic 
organs in South Korea under their control, 
and ‘the puppet government, unable to run its 
economy, is compelled to get the approval 
of the U.S. organs even in drawing up their 
budget and fixing taxation rate.

The purpose of the U.S. “aid” to South 
Korea is not only aimed at the economic 
subordination and exploitation; the purpose 
is many-sided extending to military, political 
and other fields. 


However, the outstanding characteristic 
of the U.S. “aia” to South Korea is its mili- 
tary aggressiveness. The U.S. imperialists, 
with the intention of opposing peace and the 
socialist camp and converting South Korea 
into a military base for aggression against 
the Far East are offering “military aid” and 
“economic aid” to South Korea only to 
maintain the Syngman Rhee’s fascist rule 
and his puppet army while bleeding the 
South Korean people white. 


The U.S. “economic aid” to South Korea is 
not different in nature from their direct 
“military aid.” The U.S. imperialists are giv- 
ing the “aid” to South Korea in order that 
they might use the puppet army as their 
cannon fodder and bring the South Korean 
economy in the service of their aggressive 
military purposes. 


The U.S. imperialists having seized con- 
trol over all railways, communications and 
power generating plants are building 
harbours, roads and airports for military 
use. 


In addition to some 100,000 jungbo of 
farm land turned into military bases, the 
U.S. imperialists are using for their military 
purposes more than 1,050 million dollars 
worth of buildings, vehicles and other miute- 
rials in South Korea. 


The U.S. “aid” constitutes a basic 
means of securing a monopoly market in 
South Korea.

Ww the beginning of the new school year the 
state of affairs of students in South Korea is 
worse than ever.

of August 5, 1958), and in 1958 alone over 
260 million dollars worth of surplus goods 
were dumped into South Korea. 


Owing ‘to the flooding of U.S. surplus 
goods, the meagre industrial goods of South 
Korea are being driven out of the market, 
national industry is going headlong into 
bankruptcy, while the dumping of U.S. agri- 
cultural produce is further aggravating the 
ruinous South Korean rural economy.

ANCIENT YAKSOO-RI TOMB UNEARTHED 


Numerous historical remains 
lying buried for centuries are 
being unearthed at many con- 
Struction and _ irrigation project 
sites. Recently another old 
Kokuryo tomb was found in Yak- 
soo-ri village in the Kiyang dis- 
trict, west of Pyongyang, where 
large-scale irrigation projects 
have been in progress since 1957. 

The tomb was surveyed and ex- 
cavated in the prccess of build- 
ing the Taisung  reservoir—the 
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heart of 
projects. 
True, the area around the Yak-

soo-ri Tomb is renowned for 
many Kokuryo tombs’ with 
murals. There are the famous 


Three Tombs in Sammyo-ri vil- 
lage, Kangsuh, Ryunhwa-chong 
(lotus tomb), Taisung-ri Tom No. 
1, Sangyung-chong = (twin-pillar- 
ed tomb) and _ Dai-chong (big 
tomb) in Jinjidong and the Daian- 
ri Tomb No. 1 in Daian-ri village,

Ryonggang County, only to name 
a few. Particularly mention 
should be made of the fact that 
Taisung-ri Tomb No. 1, Daian-ri 
Tomb No. 1, Yaksoo-ri Tomb and 
many others, all containing 
murals, were excavated after the 
country’s liberation. This is in 
line with the correct policy of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea and the 
Government of the Republic on 
developing the legacy of the na- 
tional culture. These tombs con- 
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tain priceless materials for the 
study of Kokuryo culture. 

The Yaksoo-ri Tomb is a semi- 
underground structure consisting 
of a square burial chamber and 
an ante-chamber built of stones. 
The burial and ante-chamber 
plastered with lime are connected 
by a passage and the latter has a 
corridor of moderate length ex- 
tending along its south wall, and 
a hollow place on each of its east 
and west walls. There is a stone- 
couch for two coffins in the burial 
chamber. The curved walls and 
vault of the burial chamber form 
an arc, becoming narrower to- 
ward the top. The vault is built 
of triangle supporting plates to 
produce the desired form. 


“White Tiger” 
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The structure of this tomb and 
the murais show that it is one of 
the Kokuryo tombs. 

The murals were first painted 
in black lines on the lime plaster- 
ed background, then in black, 
yellow and purple colours. They 
deal with varied themes such as 
figures, genres, Four Guardians 
(blue dragon, white tiger, red 
phoenix, and snake-tortoise) and 
other designs. | 

Each of the four walls of the 
burial chamber is divided into up- 
per and lower parts by a picture 
of a beam. Each lower part has 
the same paintings of columns 
with designs, which divide the 
column into three parts. Each 
of the upper parts has different 


pictures: —on the north wall there 
are pictures Cescribing the luxuri- 
ous life of the departed couple in 
a well-furnished, curtained room, 
with servants and maids waiting. 


on them, and a snake-tortoise, 
on the east wall there is a blue 
dragon, on the west wall a white 
tiger, and on the south wall are 
pictures of a red phoenix, crow 
with three feet symbolizing the 
sun, toad symbolizing the moon, 
the Great Dipper and designs of 
clouds. . 

The Four Guardians seem alive 
and moving, not like legendary 
animals. The white tiger looks 
fierce with its front legs upraised, 

The subject-matter of the 
murals found in the burial cham- 
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ber is the ceparted coup‘e and 
the Four Guardians, their sup- 
posed protectors, reflecting the 
ancient idea of the life after 
death. 

In the ante-chamber, there are 
pictures demonstrating. the stately 
manner of Kokuryo nobility; 
grand procession, well, a big 
game hunting, kitchen, grinding 
mill, stable, wrestlers, residence 
of the departed, and designs of 
Clouds. The picture of hunting in 
the Yaksoo-ri Tomb is the largest 
mural painting so far found in 
any Kokuryo tcmbs. Againsi 
steep mountains and fantastically- 
Shaped rocks are painted barren 
trees, with a nest of magpies in 
the branches. Chasers are seen 
running, while hunters are draw- 
ing their horn-made bows with 
iron-head arrows aiming at tigers, 
bears and deer. Among the paint- 
ings are figures blowing horns, 
beating crums or dancing in cele- 
bration of their big game, as well 
as the procession of horsemen 
with bows’ slung over their 
shoulders. 

Judging by the barren trees 
and the handle of the Great Dip- 
per pointing to the east, it is 
assumed that the hunting took 
place in the early spring. This 
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PRE-HISTORIC CAVE 
DISCOVERED 


Recently a cave of the primi- 
tive age was discovered for the 
first time in our country in Mi- 
song-ri, Euijoo County, North 
Pyongan Province. 

It was discovered in the 
early part of March by the work- 
ers of the Euifoo Cemeni Factory 
who were excavating lime stones. 
Afterwards, the staff of the Shin- 
uijoo Museum and members of 
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assumption of date coincides with 
that in the old chronicles. For 
instance, in the chronicle of Gene- 
ral Ondal we find the passage 
that the General enjoyed a big 
game hunt in the early spring. 


Of interest in figure painting 
and genres is it that those of high 
social positions are painted in 
large size, whereas those of lower 
positions are small in size. More- 
over, they are distinguished into 
4 castes by their costumes and 
headgear, showing the discrimina- 
tion of their social standing. 


Also a pair of earrings of pure 
gold with decorations were un- 
earthed. These show the high 
standard of handicraft, particul- 
arly of precious metal work. 


The exact date of the building 
of the tomb is yet to be known, 
but it is supposed to have been 
built around the 4th-5th centuries 
A.D. judging by the construction 
of the tomb and the subject-mat- 
ter of the murais. 


The Yaksoo-ri Tomb, which 
shows the development-of the 
Kokuryo tomb building and mural 
painting, provides us with im- 
portant material for studying the 
custcm and culture of the 
Kokuryo period.

the Archaeological and Ethnogra- 
phic Research Insticute of the 
Academy cf Sciences were dis- 
patched to conduct further in- 
vestiga:ion. 

Remains of this cave are formed 
with eight layers. 

Among some 40 remains un- 
earthed are stone implemenis, 
earthenwares, horn-made articles, 
arrow-heads, bronzes, axes, and 
animal horns. 


The newly unearthened re 
mains will make a great coniri- 
bution to the study of the 


neolithic and bronze ages in the 
peninsula of Korea.
